the  crime  is  so  grcai,  that  it  can  not  escape  thejjsions  in  regard  lo  religions  maileis,  (being  azeal- 


condeiiiiiaiion  of  every  individual  who  has  .iny 
claims  lo  reason  and  jnsiice.  lis  hlightmg  and 
withering  influence  is  experienced  in  vaiioiis 
forms.  Jt  clogs  ihe  wheels  of  mniiial  interconise. 
by  rendeiiiig  ina<ikind  mure  selfish;  less  mind¬ 
ful  of  the  iiiieresl  of  others.  It  dries  up  the  foiin- 
lains  of  henevolence.  and  kindles  the  fires  of  jeal¬ 
ousy  and  revenge.  Ii  hales  insii iiclion.  scorns 
reprool'.  and  frowns  on  the  gentle  teachings  of 
admuniiion.  It  gives  a  loose  rein  lo  ihe  lower 
pru|)eiisiiies  of  our  nature,  suli'eting  them  to 
move  on  in  iheir  natural  course  wiihoiu  any  re¬ 
straint.  and  lo  indulge'in  cveiy  sinliil  graiifica- 
tion,  iliat  ilie  diclales  of  ihoir  morliid  and  viiiaied 
appetites  may  desire.  In  shori  there  arc  lint 
very  lew,  if  any  evils,  but  what  Uiis  serves  to 
ttrengihen  and  encourage. 

But  it  is  not  so  much  the  object  of  this  article 
to  point  util  the  baleliil  iiifliience,  which  is  exert¬ 
ed  iti  consequence  of  ingratitude  wl:en  coinmii- 
led  against  man,  as  it  is  to  sliow  the  recklessness 
of  lliul  soul,  whoso  far  forgets  lire  obligation  and 
duly  lie  owes  to  liis  Maker,  as  to  iiiduige  in  this 
bcinons  sin  tigainsi  his  divine  Prnviilence.  I'ur 
black  and  ilelestahle  as  it  is,  and  so  prolifii;  of 
evil  consequences,  in  the  former  c/ise,  it  is  never¬ 
theless  innocent,  comniiiicd  tinder  such  circinn 
stances,  compared  with  its  enormiiy  tvhen  eom- 
tnilted  iiiKier  the  latter.  Because  the  imperfec¬ 
tions  of  mankind — the  seifish  and  speculative  ino- 
^ lives  which  they  may  somelimcs  have  in  view*,  in 
coufeiing  favors  upon  their  fellows,  will  seive.  in  jj 
a  nieasuic.  to  palliate  the  eiioimiiy  of  the  crime, 
when  indulged  in  towards  ll'.ein.  Bui  when  com¬ 
mitted  rtgaiiisl  God.  by  manifesting  dislike,  or  ill 
bunior,  towards  those  wlioiesumc  and  eqiiiiabie 
laws  by  winch  he  governs  the  universi*,  it  admits 
of  no  excuse.  For  his  law  is  perfect  ami  his 
ways  are  just ;  and  whatever  lie  liesiows  u|)on 
his  creatures,  as  well  as  that  whicli  he  withholds 
from  il  cm,  is  wivelv  calcuhiied  for  their  greatest 
good.  But  iiotwiihstandiiig  the  fact  that  ••  Every 
good  ntiil  perfect  gilt  islVoni  ahove,  and  comeiji 
down  from  the  Fathcrof  lights  with  \>  horn  is  no  va¬ 
riableness.  neither  shtidow  nf  itiining” — a  consid¬ 
eration  which  oiiglit  to  cail  forth  the  gr  iiefiil  ac¬ 
knowledgements  of  all  his  intelligent  erealures — 
He  is  freqHciiily  treated  with  ctddiiess and  ingrat¬ 
itude.  AH  those  murmurs  and  complaints,  which 
we  every  day  hear  concerning  llie  vicissitudes  of 
life — the  variety  of  seasons,  the  diirerenco  of  cli¬ 
mate,  anti  changes  of  weather,  together  with  hun¬ 
dreds  of  tiiiier  things,  arc  conclusive  proofs,  that 
the  basest  ingialiiude  is  too  often  commi’tcii 
■gainst  the  Giver  of  all  good.
